We stand amid the palaces of Shu-

and ln-iiat. and scenes of prowess and 
eomiuest. Thu walls are hung with

iphmdor is exhausted. Knch arch 
i, n mighty leap of architectural 
achievement. Holden stars, shining 
down on glowing arabesque. Hang¬ 
ings of embroidered work in which 
mingle the bluenesss of the sky. the 
jrc< uncss of the grass, and the white- 
n ,h'of Hie sea foam Tufieivtrles bung 
on silver rings, welding logetber the 
pillars of marble. I'a villous reaching 
out in every direction. These for re¬ 
pose. Idled with luxuriant couches, into 
which weary limbs sink until all 
fnligae is submerged. These for 
carousal, where kings drink down 
a kingdom at one swallow. Amu/ 
Ing spectacle. ' l.igbt of silver drip¬ 
ping down over stairs of ivory on 
shields of gold. Floors of stained mar¬ 
ble. sunset red and night black, ami in¬ 
laid with gleaming pearl. Why, it 
■reins a- if a heavenly vision of ame¬ 
thyst and jacinth and loptt/. and ehr.vso- 
prasus had descended and alighted 
upm bluish tin. It seems as if a billow 
®f celest ial glory had ilnslicd clem over 
Heaven's battlements upon this 
Bn-tro|Mi|ls of I'ersin. In connection 
with this palace there is a garden 
where the mighty men of foreign 
lands arc seated lit a banquet- I ti¬ 
ller tlie spread of oak and linden and 
acueta, the tables are arranged, The 
breath of honeysuckle nml frankin¬ 
cense tills th«' air. Fountains leap up 
into the light, the spray struck through 
with crystalline baptism upon flower¬ 
ing shrubs t hen rolling down through 
channels of marble, and widening out 
here and there into pools swirling with 
Uic Unity trilies of foreign aqua¬ 
riums, bordered with scarlet ane¬ 
mones. hypericums and many-colored 
anuneuliis. Meats of rarest lards and 
beast smoking up amid wreaths of 
tnanaties. The vases III led with apri¬ 
cots and almond The baskets piled 
up with apricots and dates and tigs and 
oranges and poinegrnmitc*. Melons 1 
tastefully twined with leuvesof m-m in. 
The bright uuterx of Knhteu* tilling 
the urns and sweating outside tin- rim 
In flashing lasts amid tin* traceries \\ me 
from the royal Mils of Ispahan and 
Shim/, in bottles of tinged shell, and 
llly-xliapetl cups of silver, and flagons 
and tankard* of solid gold. 1 lie music 
rises higher and the revelry breaks out 
into wider I r.uisport. and the w ine lias 
flushed the check and touched t la- 
brain, and louder than nil other voices 
are the hie. ougli of the inebriate . the 
gabble of buds, and the song of the 
drunkards. 

la another part of the palace Queen 
Viahti is entertaining the princesses of 
Persia at a banquet. Drunken Uias- 
Ucrtis saya to his servants: “You go 
out and fetch Ynshtl from that banquet 
with the women, and bring her to this 
banquet with the men, nml let me dis¬ 
play her bcuiily." The servants im 
mediate| v start to otiey the king's com- 
maud; bill there was a rule In Oriental 
oocietv that no woman might ujqieiir 
in public without having her face 
veiled. Yet here was a mandate that no 
one dare dispute, demanding that 
Yaslil,i conic in unveiled bef ire the 
tnnltiiude. However, there was in 
Vasliti's soul a principle imux legal 
than Ahusticrus, more brilliant than 
the gold of Miusliun; of more wealth 
than the realm of Persia, which com¬ 
manded her to disuliey this order of lin¬ 
king; and so all the righteousness and 
holiness and modesty of her nat ure rises 
npin om-sublime refusal. s»he*uy*t I 
will not go into the banquet unveiled. 
Of course. AliOKiireruH was infuriate; 
•nil Vnshti, roblied of her |Misition and 
her estate, is driven forth in poverty 
•nd ruin to suffer the acorn of a nation, 
•Odyet to receive the applause of uft- 
rr generations who •hull rise up to 
o*lnitre tills martyr to kingly insolence, 
"ell, tlie lio.t vestige *»f that feast 
k gone; the last garland has faded: 
the last arch lias fallen; the last tank- 
•rd has been destroyed, and >hnshan is 

• ruin; but ns long ns the worbl stands 
there will be multitudes of men and 
women, familiar with the Bible, who

In the first plncc I want you to look 
“Pon Vashti the queen. A blue ribbon. 
t*ycd with white, drawn around her 
forehead, indicated her queenly posi¬ 
tion. It was no tuuall honor to he 


queen In such a realm os that Hark | 
to the rustle of her robes! See the 
blaw of her Jewels! And yet, my 
friends, it la not necessary to have 
palace and regal robe* in order to tie 
queenly. When I see a woman with 
strong faith in l>od. potting her 
fool upon all im-itnnvNx nml sel- ' 
tisanes* and godh-xa display, going 
right forward to serve Christ and the 
race by a grand and gloriuiia service, I 
oay: “'1 hut woiuau is a queen," and the 
ranks of Heaven look over the haltlc- 
nients npm the coronation,and wheth¬ 
er sin- conic up from the shanty on the 
commons or the mansion of the fault- 
louable square, I greet her with the 
shout; "All liuil! Queen Vasliti." 
What glory was there on the brow of 
Mary "f Scotland, «.r Kli/nt-cth of Kng- 
land, or Margaret of France, or 
Catherine of Kussiu, com pared with the 
worth of Mune of our Christian mothers, 
many of them gone into glory? or of 
that woman mentions I in the Scrip- 
lures, who put all her money into the 
Lord's treasury? or of Jephthah's 
daughter, who made a demonstration 
of unselfish patriotism? -or of Uiigall. 
who rescued the herds and flocks of her 
liiishaiol? or of Ituth. who toiled un¬ 
der a tropical sun for poor, old. helpless 
Naomi? or of Morcncv Nightingale, 
who went at midnight to stanch the 
battle wounds of the Crimea? or of 
Mrs. Adonirain .ludson, who kindled 
the lights of salvation iimiil the dark- 
ness of Buriuuh.’ or uif Mrs. Ilemans. 
who |snired out her holy soul in words 
whh’h will forever tie associated with 
hunter's horn, and captive's chain, ami 
bridal hour, and lot -s throb, and cur¬ 
few's knell at tlie dying day?- and scores 
and hundreds of women, unknown on 
earth, who have glv-n water to the 
thirsty and bread to the hungry and 
medicine to the sick Slid smiles to the 
discouraged tin- footsteps lu-ard along 
dark lane and in government hospital 
and in almshouse corridor mid by 
prison gate? There may be no royal 
robe there may Is- no palatini sur¬ 
rounding*. She does not need them; 
for all charitable men will unite with 
the crackling lips *>f fever-struck hos¬ 
pital and plagtic-l.dntchcd lazaretto in 
greeting her as she passed: "Hail! 
Hail' Queen Vasliti.'' 

Again I want you to consider Vnshti 
the veiled Hud she appeured before 
Ahnsiicriis an<l his court on that day. 
with her fine mi■ ivered. she would 
have shocked all t he delicucics of Orien¬ 
tal society, and I lie very men who ill 
their intoxication demanded that she 
come, in their sober moments would 
have despised her. As some flowers 
seem to t hrive l«*st in tin* dark lane and 
in tin- shadow, and where tin- snn does 
not si-cut to reach them, so ii<s| ap¬ 
points to most womanly natures a retir¬ 
ing nn<l unobtrusive spirit. <loil olioe 
in a while docs call an Isal-elh- to a 
throne, ora Miriam to strike tlie tim¬ 
brel at the front of a host, or n Marie 
Antoinette to quell a French mob, or a 
Deborah to stand at the front of an 
armed battalion, crying out: *'l‘p! I p! 
Tills is the day in which the l.ord will 
deliver Niscru into thine hand." And 
when women an- called to such out 
door work and to such heroic p-sitions, 
i,, mI prepare-, tlo-m for it; an-l t hey hav«- 
iron in tln-ir souls and lightning In 
their eye, and whirlwinds in tln-ir 
breath, and tlie borrowed strength of 
the Lord OinliipitcMt in their right 
arm. They walk through furnaces 
as though they were hedges "f wild 
flowers, mid cm-* sea* a* though they 
were shimmering sapphire, nml all the 
harpies of hell down to their dungeon 
at the stamp of tier womanly indigna¬ 
tion. But these an- the exceptions, 
lieiu-rally, I tonsil* wonbl ratlo-r make 
a gitrim-ut f--r the poor l«oy; IMa-kali 
woubl rather till the tri>iigli for the 
camels: Hannah would ratlu-r make a 
coat for Samuel; the Hebrew maid 
would ratlu-r give a prescription for 
Naaman's leprosy; the woman of sc- 
repta woubl ratlu-r gather u few sticks 
to cook a meal for famished Klijah: 
I'hcbc woubl rather carry a letter 
for the inspired apistle; mother 
Lois woubl ratlu-r educate Timothy 
in the Scripture*. When I see n woman 
going about her dally duty with 
cheerful dignity presiding at the table, 
with kind and gentle, but Hrm disci¬ 
pline presiding in the nursery, going 
out in the world w ithout any blasts of 
trumpets, following in the footstep* of 
him who went about doing good—I 
say: "This W Vnshti with n veil on." 
But when I see a woman of unblushing 
I Mildness, loud-voiced, with a tongue of 
it,Quite elitter-cluttcr. with arrogant 
look, passing through the streets with 
a step of si walking lieain. gavly ar¬ 
rayed In a very hurricane of millinery. 

I cry out: "Vnshti ha* bet her veil!" 

When I see a woman of comely fea¬ 
tures, and of adroitness of Interest, anil 
endowed with all that the school* can 

jo for.. and of high social position. 

yet moving in society, with sur|M-rell- 
iousneMs ami hauteur, a* though she 
would have people know tln-ir place, 
nml an undefined combination of giggle 
and strut nml rhodumontade, endowed 
with allopathic quantities of talk, but 
only homeopathic Infinitesimals of 
sense, the terror of dry imoJ» clerks 
un j railroad conductor*, discoverer* of 
significant meanings in plain conversa¬ 
tion prodigies .»f badinage nnd innuen¬ 
do I say. "l ook! look!

After awhile he will flounder and 
Struggle like a wild lu-ast in IR* Vint¬ 
er's net further away from IkM, fur¬ 
ther away from the right. Soon ths 
bright uppim-1 of the children will 
turn to rag*; soon the household song 
will lieeoine the sobbing of a broken 
heart.

The platforms of the demoermtic 
state conventions thnt have anaetnbled 
lately are so thoroughly In accord on 
the cardinal democratic doctrine of 
tsrlff reform, it is unfortunate in the 
extreme that sn undemocratic clamor 
for cheap money ha* arisen to create 
(HmsciinIoiim in the party. With a pre 
l-ondernnre of sound money sentiment 
it Chicago and a declaration In favor 
jf Hustaiiiiiig the national credit «» the 
pn-sent lolniinlNtrntion hn* g.illnntly 
sought to do, the deck* woubl lie cleared 
for u spirited nnd determined encoun¬ 
ter with the McKinleytten that would 
tie pretty sure to leave the tnrifT reform- j 
er* In command of the national craft. 

Illlnoia, abjectly ua it has »urrendered 
to republican and |M>piillat notion* of 
Autism, clings to tariff reform with 
eoninirndntilr tenacity. "We favor a 
tariff for revenue only," the platform I

nently sound doctrine a* this cannot l>e 
loo often enunciated or too earnestly 
enforced. 

Wisconsin i* *mind way through on 
the tenets of the d-inocratlc faith, but 

i- *|M-chilly explicit and emphatic in her 
expressions on the Inriff. "We believe n 
tariff for revenue only would extend 
American commerce to the uttrrmovt 
|-arts of the earth," the Badgers thu-lare,

The remarkable de¬ 
velopment of c\|H-rt trade under tin- 
Wilson bill prove* thnt the fulfil --f the 
Wisconsin democrat* in the triumph* 
if ii ii I ram nich'd industry i* well 
oil luh-d. 

The New York democracy take* ti*> 
backward »icp upon tin* principle that
